IN. INDUSTRY. 


WIDE - ‘RANGE OF APPLICATION OF HIGH GRADE 
PRODUCT. 


INFLUENCE ON ENGINEERING Se 


Engineering progress to-day is 
more dependent upon the develop- 
menb of special types of stecl than 
upon: any other {actor. “This is a 
remarkable change from the dayr 
when wrought iron ,was ‘the chief 
matoriat of construction, and steel 
was used only for tools and cutlery. 

For the real beginnings of the 
present industry we have to go back 
to the middlo of the’ eighteenth 
century. Huntsman, « watchmaker, 
developed in 1742, what now, con- 
stitutes the crucible process for the 


manufacture’ of -the highest. grades 


of steel, Hin immediste require- 
ment wan a unifoynt steel suited to 
manufacture of watch springs. The 
process, which haa not undergone 
much change since hia time, consint- 
ed in melting a mixture of cemented 
atee] with bert pig-iron and bar in 
such proportions that any ‘desired 
quantity’of carbon could be obtain- 
cd in the product. 


Newer Processes, 


“This process has throughout that 
long period been used for the. pro- 
duction of Inrge quantities of steels 
of the highest qualities, though the 
jndividunl crucibles in which the 
operation is carried | out usually 
hold not more than, about 60Tbs. 
of metal.. At the present time, how- 
kver, it is employed only for those 
high-quality types. in which the 
small quantities used’ are not seti- 
ously inflected by. the high cost. 

High. speed steel in a, modern pro- 
duct of the’ crucible process, as aro 
the more ordinary carbon stcels re- 
guired ‘in relatively smal] quantities 
for the production of razors, fino 
drill, and taps. To-dny the best’ tool 
steels are still made from the cru- 
cible process, 

In course of time the lower. graddcs| 
of stcel for constructional purposes 
came to be produced by the newer 
processes evolved by the genius of 
Bessemer and Siemens, who invent- 
ed methods of purifying pig-iron in 
‘the fluid form by means of com- 
pressed air and iron ore. More. re- 
cently the Siemens process has been 
adapted to the production of higher 
grades of steel. 

‘The mort recent methods of steel 
production is’ that'.used in the 
various types of electric furnace, in 
which the higher temperature re- 
quired for many of the modern 
forths of alloy stcels are more casily 
obtained. Other advantages are the 
absence of, the impure gnses given 
off from the combustion of fuel and 
the production of more _fuerble slags, 
which provide the chief medium for 
the climinution of the impurities 
from the metal. 


Mickel Steels," 


In this country, however, the ap 
plication of the electric furnace is 
restricted by. the relatively high 
cost of current, which can only be 
recovered on the special qualitica 
of steel which are used in limited 
quantities — in ‘modern engineering 
products, .

The ‘modern awift methods . of 
transport by motor-car or aeroplane 
hove been as much indebted to 
metallurgical research ns to any 
other factor, and these special alloy 
steels enter into the make-up of 
numerous parts each of which - is 
Senlled upon to withstand the moro 
severe’ stressen. |, Absolute -relia- 
bility, combined with high strength- 
toweight ratio, is the essential, and 
nickel steels are being used in in- 
creasing quantities in all forms of 
automobile and’ aircraft, construc- 
tion. 


Excellent examples of these appli- 
entions of nickel stecls are to be 
found in the famous cars with which 


‘1 world records have been achieved. 


In ‘the “late. Sir Henry Segrave’s 
Golden Arrow, several general types 
of nickel steel alloys were embodied, 
with differences in tréatment de- 


ditions imposed. 


Moreover, the waco of- nickel’ in 
steels has been, considerably ex- 
tended where case-hardening ia ap- 
plied, the many. advantages of the 
process eapily offsetting the high 
initial cost... These. advantages in- 


‘| clude reduced and simpjjfied quench- 


ing, improved mechanical proper- 
ties, o smaller proportion of rejects, 
a better finishing surface, and a 
more gradual transition, between 
“case” and “core.” ; 


An Epoch-making Advanco, 


The addition of chromium to steel 
was another epoch-naking advance 
in metallurgy. While the Jayman 
is more familiar with thk various 
forms of stainless steels, the engin- 
cer is more concerned with the: ad- 
dition of other desirable properties 
to that of non-corrodibility. ‘The 
fundamental . properties of theso 
ateels aro their resistance to the ne- 
tion of the atmosphere, ‘food acids, 
certain mineral] acids, sen water and 
humidity generally. Their uses are 
manifold, and'.under present condi- 
tions their production holds a com- 
manding position in ‘the steel in- 
dustry. 

The .pr roducts are of different 
grades. One of these is especially 
suitable: for the manufacture of 
machine parts which have to bo 
hardened ‘and tempercd -and to 
posscas absolutely regular physical 
properties. Such a material ie suit- 
able for the manufacture of cutlery, 
surgical instruments, and’ articles 
requiring a cutting edge and per- 
mitting of hardening. Tho, idea 
that stainless steel is unable to hold 
a cutting cdgo is entirely discredit- 
éd in. the production of the pre- 
sent-day steels, 

Another variety is a stainless, 
non-magnetic, austenitio steel which 
is the high-water mark of stainless 
‘steel production, ‘The tendency to 
harden when being worked cold -is 
definitely Jess in this material, and 
it can be welded casily by cither 
tho electric or-.tho oxy-nestylene 
process. It is used) for: forgings, 
enstings, plant for the chemical ‘in- 
dustry, and pump work,-and it suy> 
plied for. many purposes in the 
form of bar, sheet and strip.

The temperature of the products 
of combusion—fot example; those 
of .the internal-combtision enginc— 
calla for steé] which shall enable 
valves to resist the intense ‘heat of 
working ‘condition, Such atcele 
must not distort or scale easily or 
become pitted by the action of the: 
stream of burnt gases issuing’ from 
the cylinders. * 


‘Specialisation to a high sige is 
also called for in the production 
of different varictirs. Ono of these 
meets the conditions imposed by the 
heavier type of internal-combustion 
engine, while a spwial high grade 
in manufactured for the valves re- 
quired for acroplancs, racing, auto- 
‘mobiles, and motorcycles. 


Dio-stamping Requirements, 


Quite a different set of propertics 
are. required in’ the cago -of steels 
which are called upon to withstand 
tho imphet resulting in: die-stamp- 
ing. Freedom from: the possibility 
of eracking or distortion under 
heavy and suddenly, imposed pres- 
sures..is hero essential; Stecle aro 
now prodiiced which take very fine 
designs accurately and with ‘which 
distortion is nogligible. 

For hot stamping, high tungsten 
alloy stecl for both ferrous and non- 
ferrous work are avnilable. They 
are particularly resistant to wear at 
high temperature and require only 
very simplo heat treatment. 

A’ special variety is also manu- 
factured for making moulds. for 
bakelite‘and other plastic materials 
by a procesa known as hobbing. The 
hob, which is the positive master 
dic, ig mada a ppecial alloy and is 
hardened and polished. The ‘sleel 
after treatment is very hard and 
has sufficient abrasive qualitics to 
withstand the enormous pressure re- 
quired for the hobbing. operation. 
Tho hob is then forced by ‘hydraulic 
pressute of over 100 tons per square 
into into a blank of mild steel of 
dead soft quality to produce a nega- 
tive impression. In this’ way it is 
possible to produce. many .moulds 
from one master hoh. Among the 
variety. of articdes preduced by 
these moulds: aro electrical and, 


wireless components, switch knobs, |

DAGGER HILT WRAPPED: IN. 
CLOTH, ; 


After prolonged investigations by 
C.LD, ‘officials into the Luna 
Building tragedy, in Mr. Douglas 
Carstairs of the NAAFI. met his 
death on Thursday, it has been 
fairly: olonrly proved that revenge 
was the motive for the crimo which 
seems tu have been carefully pre- 
meditated. , : 7 

It appears that tho murder took 
all possible precantions ‘to avoid 
leaving marks behind, The handle 
of the Knife was wrapped"up to 
prevent finger prints though sever- 
nl, of these wero found in other 
parta of tho flat, and they dre now 
boing given special. attention by 
the police, 


Left by Front Door.. 


It. is presumed that entry, was: 


gained by the verandah. and that 
after camploting his grucsome task, 
the culprit ‘left by the front door. 
In his haste to get clear, however, 
he did not ‘close this properly. 
Mr. Carstairs lived nlone in. tho 
‘fint. whith, is on the ground floor 
level of Luna Buildings and it was 
his custom to lock the door leading 
into. the rear portion of thé build- 
ing before retiring edch night. In 
this: case there was no excerition. 
the door. having bech found locked 
after the tragedy. " 


Entry Through Verandah. 


‘Search after the ‘tragedy ‘resulted, 


in two Koys,, duplicates, being 
found on Mr, Carstairs clothing 
and ag it was extremely unlikely 


‘that the’ murderer had , another | 


duplicate, the police concentrated 
on other mointe from where entry 
might have heen gained. As stated 
above, it is presitmed that the man 
got im through the verandah where 
a flower-pot was discovered slightly 
shifted, possibly to permit of easicr 
ingress. at 

Regarding the motive of the 
crime, it is revealed -that. all the 
money found in the flat, was some 
fifteen dollars. No property sp- 
pears to he missing so that it ‘is 
more or less certtin that robbery 
was not the motive, 


The Dagger. 


The positio in which’ Mr. 
Carstairs’ body was found gave the 
impression that he was stabbed in 
his sleep. He was doubled up on 
his side and the knife was found 
pressed under his armpit; Near 
the bed, on a table, was a lamp 
‘which was still lit when the crime 
was ‘discovered. : 

The dagger is ‘described as a 
one-edged knife, of the type used 
hy the Chinese in pecling fruit’ or 
vegetables, and the police are: cer- 
{ain ‘that it did not belong to Mr. 
| Carstairs. A piece of cloth’ had 
been wound the hand{e, possibly. to 
give a better grip, . It was amenred 
,With dtood stains but no ‘finger- 
prints wero found on it. at 

Many finger-prints have heen 
taken in the flat in the hope: of 
assisting the police in a particular 
line that ‘is heing followed up. 
“We have a wide, field in which to 
work,” was the opinion of a policc 
official. - It is probable that an in- 
quest’ will he held shortly.
